1 told her to stay away from Sena­ 
tor Yates when she found out he 
was married. But Ruth said she was 
going to have a showdown." 
Later Mrs. Crammer declared: 
“Ruth will never let them put her 
in jail. She told me she would com­ 
mit suicide if anything happened." 
Mrs. Crammer told 
police 
that 
Ruth changed her name to ‘vJayne’’ 
about a year ago, when she moved to 
the apartment where the shooting 
took place. There were four other 
children in the family, Mrs. Cram­ 
mer told police. Their father, Harry, 
she revealed, failed to contribute to 
the support of the children, and all 
had to begin work at an early age. 
Ruth, according to Mrs. Crammer, 
worked for several firms in this sec­ 
tion before taking up stenography. 
"It was when she took up steno­ 
graphy that she came in 
contact 
with Senator Yates," 
said 
Mrs. 
Crammer.

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COMMONPLACE INTERESTS 


I 
T HAS been said that there is nothing quite so intriguing as the 
commonplace things of life. 
One need only act natural in 
vaudeville to win applause. 
Books that discuss the e v e r\d a \ 
things of life are always in favor. 
Humanity prefers the mir­ 


ror to the telescope. 
Several publications in this country and England recently 
took up with considerable success, both in supplying interest­ 
ing information to their readers and in attracting the interest of 
the public, the discussion of the origin and evolution of the gen­ 
tlemanly act of shaving. 
The history of shaving was pieced 


together from m any sources. 
Samuel Pepy was quoted as describing shaving with a pum­ 


ice-stone as “ very easy, speedy and cleanly,“ 
In the works of the younger Pliny someone found refer­ 
ence to a dandy of his day who was both shaved and pumice- 
stoned— “ rasus atque etima pumicatus.” 
W hen Martial was writing his epigrams the gilded youth ot 
Rome were having their beards treated in all the then modern 
modes— tonsa, 
clipped 
with 
scissors; 
rasa, 
shaved; 
vulsa, 


piucked. 
All of those who contributed to his symposium on the gen­ 
tle art of shaving agreed that there have been shaven faces since 
the time of Nero or before but only one supplied any evidence 
that razors of steel were in use as early as the time of the Roman 


Empire. 
It is a duty imposed upon the writers of today that they 
leave to posterity an accurate and minute history of all those 
commonplace things which have originated in this day and age, 
such as five-and-ten-cent stores, baseballs, jazz music, autom o­ 
bile petting parties, blocks, knickers for men, highway soft 
drink stands, roadside tea rooms, good roads and m any others 
which future generations will no doubt be curious about. 


THE TIMES 
The present generation has been branded as immortal; but a less 
superficial survey will reveal the fact, rather, that it is increasingly crit­ 
ical. “We are living in lax times.” “Our country is on the way to per­ 
dition.” “A wave of immorality has swept over us.” These are expressions 
rife at the present time in all parts of the United States. 
The plays which are drawing the largest crowds on Broadway, it is 
true, may contain problems heretofore considered too intimate for dis­ 
cussion. 
The jokes in other successful productions may strike harshly 
upon sensitive ears. The books of the day may dwell too liberally upon 
the principles of life. Even the young people, who have not had the ad­ 
vantage of their elders’ restrictive training and censored reading, are the 
targets for much indignant criticism. They are not modest; they have 
no reserve! 
But a true critic should be also a close student of history. 
Have 
those who made these judgments studied similar conditions in other 
periods? The original reading of Shakespeare’s playS has no rival among 
the most suggestive plays of today. 
Life appeared to have little value 
set upon it, let along rules regarding the conduct of that life. The crude 
lack of restraining laws relative to the personal safety of women set an­ 
other seal upon the degeneracy of the old times. 
If men are opening 
their eyes wide today, it is surely true that their vision is growing cor­ 
respondingly clearer and more discriminating.

Jealousy Is 
A t Root Of 
BadBehavior 


Black 
Sheep 
Of 
Family 
Often Needs Praise 


By GARRY C. MYERS, PH. D. 
Head Division Parental Education, 
Cleveland College, Western 
Reserve University. 
Often I read and hear from par­ 
ents of the child who is stubborn 
or disobedient or does not get on at 
school when nearly always one or 
several other children are described 
as wholly different, giving them no 
trouble. In a family of several chil­ 
dren there is no general problem 
more frequent. Sometimes the par­ 
ents adds, about the 
troublesome 
child, “And he sometimes says he 
does not think we like him as much 
as—.” 
There’s the clue. Upon further in­ 
quiry the parent will nearly always 
say, “We have always tried to treat 
-them exactly alike.” If one 
sug­ 
gests jealousy, one is told that no 
such thing could be. 
In the first place, we 
parents 
should know that no m atter what we 
think, what the child believes is for 
him so. Secondly, we should realize 
th at no m atter how’ conscientiously 
w?e try to be impartial, no two chil­ 
dren in the family are treated the 
same. It is not humanly possible to 
be entirely impartial, 
except 
in 
theory. Indeed, it is possible that the 
child whom we think our favorite 
supposes us to like him less than 
another child. That child, moreover, 
who had for some reason got more 
attention from us than another may. 
on receiving less of it, feel very jeal­ 
ous. 
Of course, we will not consciously 
compare one child with another, nor 
hold one up as a model for another, 
however tempted we may be to do 
so. Nevertheless, we can hardly keep 
from suggesting comparison by our 
look or movement. Knowing these 


facts, we, of course, will be on guard 
so as to do as little harm as possible. 
One child is so stubborn or so dis­ 
obedient, or so careless, or so indif­ 
ferent, or so poor a pupil often, just 
because another is so co-operative, 
so obedient, so careful, so alert, or so 
successful a student. The moment 
one child gets fewer approvals or 
more punishments he is likely to be­ 
lieve himself less loved 
than 
the 
other children. As he is punished 
more he grows more jealous, doing 
more things to be punished more, to 
feel more jealous, causing him to do 
more bad things and so on in the 
same unfortunate direction. In this 
manner one child of the family with 
a few dark spots may grow to be the 
black sheep. 


In such an instance we are puz­ 
zled. We do not want the good child 
to grow worse; we are glad that he 
is so lovable and gets along so well 
at school. Nor can we condone the 
evil conduct in the bad one. But in 
our effort to meet our problem w’e 
may do more harm than good. Our 
task is to let the better child go on 
succeeding and to help the other one 
to earn more successes, win more 
satisfactions and approvals. 
We shall learn w ays of helping this 
child do more things which he can 
do well, and then we shall be gener­ 
ous with praise. He shall take our 
friends into our confidence, persuad­ 
ing them not to pay so much atten­ 
tion to the more winsome, more suc­ 
cessful child, and to lose no oppor­ 
tunity to reward the smallest 
im­ 
provement in the other child. We 
shall work on ourselves, to be less 
easily annoyed by him, overlooking 
small things but holding him to good 
standards in respect to major prob 
Jems, We shall engineer his environ­ 
ment so as to keep him more often 
out of trouble, making fewrer com 
mands, so we will less often feel 
called upon to disapprove or punish 
him. 


Ask State Ruling

state department of public instruc­ 
tion will be asked to rule on the 
text book controversy in the school 
board here.

No Cure For Bites Agricultural 
Head Asserts 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
15.—DLs- ] 
couraging hungry mosquitos from 
biting human beings is no easy task, 
the Department of Agriculture says , 
in answer to inquiries about mosqui- j 
to repellents.. 
Different 
kinds 
of 
mosquitoes 
react differently to the same repel­ 
lents, and some individuals get bet­ 
ter results than others with the 
same material the department says. 
Oil of citronella is one of the most 
widely used mosquito repellents. It 
may be used pure or mixed with 
mineral oil, oil vaseline, or lanolin 
in the proportion of one part 
to 
five. Almost any oily preparation on 
the skin repels mosquitos to some 
extent. 
There is no cure for mosquito 
bites, and the department urges pre­ 
vention, 
such 
as 
keeping screen 
doors closely fitted and having them 
open outward. Another precaution 
is to have good screens over the win­ 
dow’s, using full screens if possible. 
The screen mesh should be larger 
than 16 openings to an inch. An­ 
other move against the mosquitoes 
is spraying with a kerosene pyre- 
thrum mixture. 
This will destroy 
those struck by the spray and also 
acts as a repellent. 
If the mosquitoes do get to you 
and the bites bother you, one me­ 
thod of relief consists of rubbing 
the puncture gently with a moist 
piece of toilet soap.

dict at this time. 
I suppose it 
would be helpful to get as m uch 
representative opinion from all pa.ts 
of the country on th at subject as 
possible I believe #hat a conference 
of the governors of the states vould 
bo helpful to evolve some unified 
program to help a situation th at 
will be a foremost problem in all 
probability when congress meets. 
The great trouble in congress will 
be th at there will be so m any dif­ 
ferent groups and angles of view on 
the subject of unemployment, each 
group offering a different remedy 
and m aking difficult, at least, the 
solution of a problem th at should 
be acted upon expeditiously. 
M any people think th at the tariff 
Iti the trouble. I do not agree with 
th a t view. I am getting letters from 
oil people in the west, urging an 
em bargo on oil from foreign coun­ 
tries. 
I am also getting m any let­ 
ters from sugar people about a tariff 
on .sugar, and from cotton people 
about an embargo on cotton from 
outside our domains. 
My idea of 
the tariff is th at it should repre­ 
sent the difference in costs of pro­ 
duction a t home and abroad and 
let it go at that, and take care of 
elastic conditions through the flex­ 
ible provisions of the law, as it 
stands on the statu te books today. 
I have been in favor of the presi­ 
d en t’s m oratorium plan but I think 
also th at a little isolation, from one 


point of view, m ight be helpful, and 
th at is th at we should not allow 
ourselves to be loaded up with all 
the burdens and the ill-tim ed poli 
cíes of the 
countries 
abroad. 
I 
would not adm it to this country im ­ 
m igrants so long as there is*need 
of taking care of our own unem ­ 
ployed. And I would not let a single 
Communist into this country even 
if men were needed to plow in the 
cornfields.
